adopted Monday night It would be more 
safe to make tbe necessary bond Issue 
$30,000 than less.f Monday night's action 
points wltb absolute certainty to an lo- 
araaaa ja ^tbe^flrs appropriation and a 
•orpMpondlDg'lncrease In tbe tax rate of 
ke town and another atlmulant to that 
dlaaatlafled element among tbe body of 
tnx-p«yera who ,are constantly harping 
Uat tbe tax-payer's burden la of all 
thing* tbe least considered by those re¬ 
sponsible for tbe admlntaUatloa of 
publlo affair*. It la claimed by those 
wbo ar*,advocating ;the erection of fire- 
boons* that tbe work la an absolute 
atwaaky: that tbo Are eompanlan are 
bomeleee, or worse than borne leas, and 
a* Coooellmin Walker eaya, be would 
be ashamed to take a visitor to tbs 
town 00 a tour of Inspection of tbe fire¬ 
houses or Ibe^fire-elaim eyatem. There 
to no disputing tbe fact that tbe fire 
department la tin a demoralized condi¬ 
tion In so far as headquarters are con¬ 
cerned. But tbls^demorallzallon Is not 
of sudden growth, like all other kinds of 
fungus growth Indicating rottenoeee ; It 
must have bee upcoming on for years aud 
tax-payers have a right to ask why tbe 
demorallZitloD baa been permitted to 
reach Its present Irremedlal stage. 
Thai* baa been laxuess somewhere. 
Some may say It Is tbe system. Perhaps 
It Is, but tbe same system applies to tbe 
Excelsior Hose bouse that bas applied 
te every fire-bouse In tbe department, 
and there Is no such demoralization ap¬ 
parent there as to other flre-bousee In 
tbe department. Exeelslor Hose bouse 
to aov, aod always bas been a credit to 
tbs town, while tbe other houses are a 
discredit. It Will be well for tbe 
Oouoollmen to Inquire why that Is so 
•ad 1 1 what causes It la due, and then 
•top to tblnk whether or not new lira 
house* ar* going to effect tbe reger era- 
alko of tbe Ore department that la 
landed forward to.

Under 
present condition* of taxation Mr. 
Walker'* combination building plau 
should be ourlalied, and the addlllou to 
Ur number of Ore companies should os 
postponed for at least another year. 

Mr. Walker's plan for a combination 
Oiehouae 00 tbe Bloomfield avenue site 
admits of uiuob elaboration, and It to a 
plan that can bs worked out by degrees 
sod may eventually be made so econom¬ 
ical feature In Ibe administration of 
government. In (act U can be made to 
meet all tbe requirements of tbe town 
tbat the It. N. Dodd building was so 
admirably adapted to meet, but of 
oouree, not for such a comparatively 
low ooet. One story of the structure 
proposed by Mr. Walker oould be erect¬ 
ed In tbe near future, and so construct¬ 
ed tbat an additional story can be 
added when tbe town finances will 
permit of It, sod possibly a third story, 
sod In tbat case tbe building could be 
used for all municipal purposes, and a 
large saving lu rentals effected. 

With respect to tbe Montgomery Hoee 
Company's building, admitting all tbat 
may be said lu favor of it, there to uo 
queetlou at all but wbst It to an 111- 
llmed measure at t Is period of exces¬ 
sive taxation, and It 1a somewhat 
surprising tbat the Council oounteo 
anoed the project, aware aa they must 
be nf tbe publlo dlscoutsLt with regard 
to taxes. 

It would be a welcome delight If tbe 
Town Council, tbe Board of Health and 
tbe -oard of Education would work lu 
uulty for s reduction of public expendi¬ 
tures all slocg me Hue, lu order tbat toe 
tax tale could be reduced to aucb a 
figure as would attract people here from 
other places. Tbe present rate frightens 
people aw«y. aud It Is tbe general ad. 
mission of real estate men, both lu and 
out of town, that It la almost Impossi¬ 
ble to handle Bloomfield property ou 
account of tbe blgb tax rate prevailing 
In tbe town. Tbe Council has embarked 
upon a programme of expenditures tbat, 
instead of allaying tbe public alarm, baa 
a tendency to aggravate anJ Increase It. 
Councilman Walker will no doubt con¬ 
cede any modification In bis plans tbat 
to tbs direction of economy and lower 
tsxee, and If It to shown that by a pro¬ 
cess of slow degree tbe Bloomfield ave¬ 
nue building can eventually bs mads one 
or greet utility, be will undoubtedly 
accept any proposition along tba line of 
a lass expenditure this year than to oa- 
oeaaary for the ultimate completion of 
tba building. 

Tbe Council to wading deep Into bond¬ 
ing eobemea, but bonds mast eventually 

be paid, both principal and Interest, and 
tba obligations rest upoo tbe prosperity 
of tbe residents of this town, and there 
Isa peculiar moral responsibility resting 
upon tbe governing officials In tbe mat¬ 
ter of Issuing bonds. 

Many people are depriving themselves 
and living a life of self-sacrifice lo order 
to pay off mortgaged Indebtedness id 
tbelr homes or to avoid placing aucb 
eooumbiancea upon tbelr property, aud 
It to a serious and alarming matter to 
such people to see the governing 
officials loading tbe town with a bonded 
Indebtedness that will He heavily upon 
tbelr tomes. The majority of tax- ! 

payers lo Ibis town are people wbo find 
It difficult to meet tbelr Ux bills, and It 
la these people wbo abouid be largely 
considered by tbe members of tbe Toau 
Council, aud whatever can be done to 
lessen tbe tax rate abouid be done, and 
It to obvious tbat one of tbe easy things 
to do la to defer action upon tbe new 
fire-bouee In Montgomery street until a 
more opportune time aod to curtail tbe 
plana for tbe BloomOeld avenue building 
to extend over a period of tbree or more 
yaara.

Tbe Advisory Board of tbe Fir* De¬ 
partment appointed to not wltb tbe Fire 
Committee of the Council In tbe matter 
of new fire bouse* bald e meeting on 
Wednesday ulgbt, at which tbe Chair¬ 
man ot the Fire Committee aod tba 
Chief Engineer were present, aod It was 
decided lo engage John F. Capeu aa ar¬ 
chitect of the new Ore house It to pro¬ 
posed to build In this town 

Mr. Capeu baa been acting In an ad¬ 
visory capacity with tbe Fire Committee 
of the Council for some time peat, and 
has dooe a large amount of advisory 
work lo rnaktug plana foi flre-bouaea 
and town balls. Tbe Washington street 
alts, tbe Nseb properly aud tbe B. N. 
Dodd bulldtug were project* submitted 
to Mr. Capen to prepare plane ebowlog 
bow tbe respective site# oould be util¬ 
ized for public purposes. Now that tbe 
Council baa decided to build fire-boueee 
tbe Fire Committee la morally bound lo 
eugage Mr Uapeo'a services aa archi¬ 
tect, but there to a difficulty in tbe wey 
of carrying out tbat desire, Tbe main 
structure to be built 1* tbe combination 
fire-house on Bloomfield avenue. It waa 
by adopting an amendment offered by 
Councilman Walker tbat tbe Bloomfield 
avenue alls was selected, and a part of 
tbat amendment waa tbe adoption of 
plana for a building. Tbe plana for tbe 
building Included In Mr. Walker's 
amendment were prepared by Mr Lamb, 
a Newark architect, with tbe dlelluct 
understanding, Mr. Walker aaya, that If 
tbe plans were not adopted there was 
to be no charge for tbe work. lu Mr. 
Walker'e opinion, however, tbe plans be 
submitted were virtual! adopted when 
bla amendment waa accepted, and 
the pleus were fnqueutly alluded to lu 
tbe eouree of tbe debate—aud, In fact, 
were tbe central figure of tbe debate— 
aud Mr. Walker la confident tbat every 
member of the Council understood that 
the plena were aa. much a subject of 
laeue aa tbe site. Tbe question that 
baa been raised by the action of tbe 
Firemen's Advisory Board la a delicate 
one, and It 1s feared that tbe tire-bouse 
matter to not yet safely ut of tbe wood*.
